Ramgarhia Sikhs are a progressive Community, which 
has produced relegious preachers, learned writers, artists 
and educationalists, who from time to time have made 
significant contribution to the advancement of India in all 
fields. The Ramgarhia Community has faced with courage 
the atrocious and tyrannous witness to the fact that when 
in 1901 the British India Government acted upon its 
policy of ‘divide and rule’ and passed the Land Allination 
Act which created disputes, discrimination and divisions 
amongst the farming and non-farming communities; the 
Ramgarhias opposed the Act and Dr Nand Singh united 
all the followers of Vishwkarma by organizing conferences 
and marches to voice the agitation of the pcople against 
the Act. 


This was the period when the attention of the Punjabis 
was drawn towards Punjabi literature, owing to the 
untiring efforts of Satguru Ram Singh. under whose 
directive the hearts of the Punjabis were filled with a 
yearning and determination for freedom. During this 
period the followers of Vishwkarma started publishing 
their own newspapers and journals and used them as a 
medium to voice their feelings which united the 
Community. Ramgarhia individuals published many 
papers from time to time but publication of most of them 
stopped either owing to financial restraints or other 
difficulities 


Details of some of the Newspapers and Journals is as 
follows: 


1 RAMGARHIA PATRIKA-Lahore 


This was the first Ramgarhia paper which was published 
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Vishwakarma is a composite sanskrit word 
denoting VISHWA (Universe) and KARMA 
(Dimentional Creator) Vishwakarma’s are 
therefore professional Class of Master Craftsmen 
and Technocrats. A Ramgarhia is a Sikh 
Vishwakarma, both (Hindu and Sikh) belonging 
to the same ancestral stock and having their 
remote origin on the Indian sub-Continent

It use to have 16 pages and its size was 
similar to a standard book. Dr Narinder Singh Kapoor 
has immensly praised this publication, He says, 
*Ramgarhia Patrika was published from Lahore to fulfill 
the needs of the Community. Many other papers were 
published under this name. In the Punjabi Community 
journalism, the Ramgarhia Patrika had its own unique 
place. Its circulation was 500 and owing to its articles of 
high standard, it was very much appreciated in its circles. 
This paper backed the Akali Dal during the Akali 
Movement.” 


In this paper a serial headed, ‘who are Ramgarhias’ was 
published in 1904, this serial was very fascinating and 
educational. Bhai Budh Singh was the Editor and Bhai 
Mehar Singh of Ramgarhia Sabha its Publisher. 


2 SEWAK SINGH PATRIKA-Lahore 


This was published on the first of every month from 
Lahore. The publication started in October 1905 and 
Sardar Mohan Singh was its first Manager. It was 
published in book size form of about eight pages. Its 
articles, which were of a very high standard use to address 
verses on the Holy Granth Sahib as well as art and 
Industry. 

3 VISHWKARMA PATRIKA-Amritsar 





This Monthly journal was first published by Ramga: 
of Amritsar in 1907. Its first Editors were Sadhu Singh 
and Sardar Sucha Singh. This newspaper published 
current affairs and issues relating to its Community. 
Articles on a wider range of topics such as education, art, 
architecture, skills, electricity, coal and gas were printed. 
In 1918 it stopped publication and adopted a new name 
RAMGARHIA PATRIKA. Bhagwan Singh was its 
Editor who use to publish it at fifteen days intervals. 
4 RAMGARHIA GAZETTE-Simla 


Ramgarhia Gazette has done immense work equal to an 
organization. This paper has made a major contribution 
towards the advancement and prosperity seen in the 
Ramgarhia Community. On many an occassion the 
Gazette clashed with the British India Government against 
its policy of ‘divide and rule’ and published very 
impressive articles in this regard. According to Sohan 
Singh Josh this Paper was banned and its distribution in 
the British Indian Army was suspended. In 1920 in the

5 RAMGARHIA BIR-Amritsar 


This Weekly was published from Amritsar on 10th 
March 1939 under the Editorship of Sohan Singh Bir. 
Surmukh Singh Chamak and Thakar Singh Sidhu were 
its patrons. This paper made a significant contribution to 
the Ramgarhia Community and soon became a well read 
nd admired paper amongst the Punjabis. Articles relating 
to Ramgarhia history and news were published but owing 
to personal differences of opinion between Thakar Singh 
Sidhu and Sohan Singh they parted company. This had 
an adverse affect on the Paper. Thakar Singh Sidhu tried 
to continue the publication but in vain. 


6 DASTKAR-Ludhiana 


First copies were published in 1940 from Ludhiana. It was 
also sometimes printed in Urdu. This is the only 
Ramgarhia newpaper which is more or less in continueous 
publication since its inception, Founder Editor Isher 
Singh Prashar is a literate and experienced writer and the 
community is proud of him. Isher Singh Prasher has also 
brought out ‘Ramgarhias of the 20th Century’ during the 
Golden Jubilee of the Dastkar, Volume Two of the 
Ramgarhias of the 20th Century is being helped to put 
together with his two sons Harinderpal Singh and 
Bhupinder Singh, Dastkar was published as a Daily from 
1948 to 1952 but converted it to a Weekly later on, 


7 JEEVAN MONTHLY-Bombay 








First published in 1950 from Bombay. Its learned Editor 
was Sardar Munsha Singh Dukhi (Bhachu) a well known 
Freedom Fighter. He went abroad and preached for 
India’s freedom. The literate standard of his Paper was of 
a very high quality and worth preserving. As a poet he 
made special efforts to deliver not only his own but 
exceptional poets of the land in the Monthly. After 
Sardar Munsha Singh Dukhi, Kehar Singh Gill became 
the Editor and served the Jeevan Monthly until 1979 
when he expired. The Monthly also ceased its publication. 


8 PUNJABI SAMACHAR-Bombay 


This Weekly was published by Jeevan Printers Private 
Limited of Bombay. The proprietor was Kher Singh Gill 
and its Editor Bhai Hari Singh Shergill; the publication 
came into being in 1953. 


The Editorials addressed Sikh Panthic issues and 
Maharashtra Sikhs and the Ramgarhia Community. It 
carried very attractive and provoking stories and in 
general was a very well presented Weekly with about 
eighty pages. Owing to the untimely death of Kher Singh 
Gill in 1979 the Paper stopped. His daughter Bibi 
Paramjit Kaur tried to publish the Paper for a little while

Bir. For a while it was edited by Giani Dalip Singh. Most 
of the articles were written against Surmukh Singh 
Chamak and the publication did not survive for long. 


11 SURAJ DAILY-Ludhiana 


On 16th October 1970 the well known philanthropist 
Baba Gurmukh Singh published the Suraj Daily from 
Ludhiana. Asa Singh Chaudhary, Ranjit Singh Mastana, 
Hari Singh Sarang and Jai Singh have been the Editors of 
Suraj and at present it is almost obsolescent. 


12 WARYAM-Jalandhar 


This Monthly started its publication from Jalandhar in 
1974, Sant Jagdish Singh is its Editor and he is well 
known figure in the fied of Punjabi literature. 


13 SAT SANTOKH GIAN-Jamshedpur 


The first publication commenced in 1977 in Jamshedpur, 
Bihar, Its Editor Kirpal Singh Ubhi published less matter 
relating to the Ramgarhia Community but articles on 
Sikhism and Sikh literature. During the 1984 November 
communal disturbances which took place outside Punjab, 
Kirpal Singh Ubhi stopped the publication and bought 
out only one special issue on Sant Ishar Singh Rarewala 
from Ludhiana on his return to Punjab, 


14 RAMGARHIA TIMES-Chandigarh 


Though this is a monthly publication in English, articles 
and poems in Punjabi are also printed.

Phagwara Ramgarhia published KALAKAR and 
SATLUJ but could not make them survive, Almost fourty 
years ago Sardar Munsha Singh Dukhi also made efforts 
to publish VIHAR SUDHAR Monthly which highlighted 
the weaknesssess and the shortcomings of the Ramgarhias 
and ways and means of reforming these drawbacks. He 
also published a journal titled KAVI from Calcutta, 





Giant Gurcharan Singh Bhooi published UNAT PUNJAB 
from Amritsar which soon closed down. Later he 
published SAHITKAR Monthly from Amritsar in 1962 
and in 1965 it also ceased publication, 


For a time Sardul Singh Kavishar worked in the office of 
SANGAT newspaper and contributed articles on 
patriotism. Later he was inspired by Arjan Singh Gargaj 
and Arjan Singh Bhagria to join the Freedom Movement 
in India 


In 1970 Gurbachan Singh Bhooi published 
RAMGARHIA SHER Weekly which flourished for two 
years and came to an end. 


VIOCE OF THE TECHNICIANS Monthly was 
published by Major Partap Singh Mudhar in English 
from New Delhi, It contained well researched articles on 
Ramgarhiaism. He was assisted by Harbans Singh 
Sangatpuri and upon the death of Major Partap Singh in 
1974 the Monthly also closed down.

In 1954 Swaran Singh Shan in partnership with Hazara 
Singh Gurdaspuri published a newspaper called LOK 
JEEVAN but it ceased to exist after a very short time, 
The partners once again attempted to launch a Monthly 
RAMGARHIA PARLIAMENT in 1959 which could 
only make it to 1969 


Ramgarhia Community is proud of Avtar Singh Azad. A 
poet, literate and a Patroit, He was not in the good books 
of the British India Government, On many occasions his 
writings were banned. He allied with Namdharies, the 
Congress Party and the Akali Party. He was the Editor of 
the BABARSHER PATRIKA from 1922-23,KIRPAN 
BHADHUR from 1927-1930, PRITIAM, FATEH and 
MAUJI from 1933-39,KOMAL SANSAR from 1939-40, 
VANDEY MATRAM from 1946-47, FATEH and 
PRITIAM from 1940-46, VANDAY MATRAM from 
1946-47, VARTMAN from 1948-51, PARBHAT from 
1952-69 and popular papers like AJIT and many other 
monthlies he served from 1969-71 


For a short time RAMGHARIA SAMACHAR was 
published from Bombay with Nirwar Singh MSc LLB as 
its Editor, 


Well known patroit Arjan Singh Gargaj also edited the 
SHER, LOK YUG, MAZDOOR KISSAN, BABBAR 
AKALI and JANG-E-AZADI from time to time, 


Past President of India H E Giani Zail Singh published a 
Monthly NAVAN CHANAN from Moga in 1944 and its 
Editor was Niranjan Singh Meetha. In 1949 when Gianiji 
became Finance Minister of Pepsu, the newspaper ceased 
its publication. 





Sant Dalip Singh Namdhari is a well known journalist. 
He is the President of All India Namdhari Vidyak Jatha 
and Editor of NIRKHIAK (6 Monthly), He also publishes 
NAMDHARI DARPAN. 


We cannot forget the multi purpose contributions of Tara 
Singh Kamal. So far he has contributed four volumes of 
poetry in Punjabi. From 1956-64 he was the Chief Editor 
of KHALSA SEWAK Daily. He edited NAVAN 
HINDUSTAN from 1964-65 and published LOK RANG 
Weekly from 1965. For his contributions to Punjabi 
Journalism the Punjab State Government awarded him 
with the SHIROMANI PATARKAR AWARD in 1976 
together with Rupees 5,100 and a Dusala. In 1982 SAHIT 
KALA PARISHAD was awarded to him with a medal, 
Rupees 3,100 and a Dusala for being a Shiromani 
Patarkar, by the Delhi Government.

So far the Ramgarhia Community has not 
produced any newspaper which could boast a readership 
of over 3000 copies. 


Never the less, we should not despair, We should support 
all the Community newspapers financially. Capitalists 
from the Community should establish an International 
Ramgarhia organization which should establish a daily 
Ramgarhia newspaper.

S Gurcharan Singh Wahrrey, who was popularly known 
to his innumerable friends as ‘GURU’, was born in 
Nairobi, Kenya in 1909. He was of pioneering stock. His 
father Sardar Bhagat Singh came to Kenya in 1898 from 
Lahore and built up a successful motor body-building and 
wagon works business in Nairobi 





S$ Gurcharan Singh joined the Barclays Bank (DCO) in 
1929 and rose to the position of Senior Accountant. He 
retired in 1964, when the local director paying tribute to 
him said, ‘your diligence in your work and above all your 
fame and renown as a leading cricketer of this country has 
brought great credit to the bank and enhanced its 
reputation.” 


S Gurcharan Singh was one of the founder members of 
the well known SIKH UNION CLUB. He was a chairman 
of the club and made an honorary patron, an honour 
reserved for the few. ‘Guru’ was an all round sportsman, 

@ having played cricket, hockey, football and tennis for his 
club. His first love, however, was cricket. He was a most 
elegant and stylish batsman with a fine array of strokes all 
round the field, It was a delight to watch him play along 
with his brother S Jaswant Singh (who was one of the 
best wicket keepers). Both were automatic choices for the 
well known Annual European verses Asian Test Matches 
S Gurcharan Singh captained the Asian side on a number 
of occasions and was the architect of the Asian supremacy 
over the Europeans after years of dominance in cricket by 
the latter. 


Besides his services to the Sikh Union Club, he served on 
the Council of the Asian Sports Association and the 
Kenya Cricket Association. At the time of his death in 
1978, he was one of the life members of the Kenya Cricket 
Association, an honour bestowed by invitation only. S 
Gurcharan Singh was also a founder member of the 
Kenya Hockey Association and a a life menmber of the 
Kenya Olympic Asociation, He was survived by a son and 
@a daughter. His son S Kulwant Singh was a very keen 
sportsman as well and looked after the family business of 
photography who also passed away few years ago.
